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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 8-23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 8 and 12, the prior art of record such as Steffensen et al. 
(5,228,667), discloses an arrangement for a cordless telephone system that include 
battery charging means wherein time management information stored in the portable 
unit can be updated or changed, Oda et al. (4,656,653), discloses a cordless telephone 
apparatus having a fixed unit and a portable unit and having means for reducing 
channel-scanning synchronizing when the portable unit's battery is being charged, 
Sklovsky (6,710,578), discloses power resource management system that reduces 
current drain, Haraguchi et al. (4,979,205), discloses a cordless telephone system in 
which during a battery recharging period identification codes are exchanged between 
the base unit and the handset, Nyu et al. (5,142,563), discloses a cordless telephone 
system with quick charge mode for battery recharging, Flynn (5,870,685), discloses a 
method and apparatus for controlling the operations of a battery-operated mobile station 
based on battery capacity. 

The instant invention with respect to claims 8 and 12, discloses a method and 
an apparatus for determining a period of operation between a remote unit and a 
matching base unit that include detecting a charging to the remote unit from the base 
unit and adjusting a period between a check of frequency alignment between the 
remote handset and the base unit based on a battery voltage level in the remote 
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handset. The above novel features are neither taught, made obvious or fairly suggested 
by Steffensen, Oda, Sklovsky, Haraguchi, Nyu or Flynn, alone or in combination. 

The instant invention with respect to claims 16 and 20, discloses a method 
and an apparatus for adjusting a frequency of an alignment operation between two 
wireless components that communicate with each other comprising: monitoring a 
voltage output level of a battery in at least one of the two wireless components and 
decreasing the frequency of the alignment operation between the two wireless 
components if the monitored voltage output level of the battery falls below a given 
threshold level. The above novel features are neither taught, made obvious or fairly 
suggested by Steffensen, Oda, Sklovsky, Haraguchi, Nyu or Flynn, alone or in 
combination.
